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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. As to 
the arguments that Scott fails to disclse that the varying of thickness of a material will not provide better wall contact (Page 3 Line 3), 
Scott teaches this limitation (Col. 2 Lines 16-27). As to arguments that the material disclosed by Scott will enhance the strength to the 
body (Page 3 Line 8), there is no statement saying that the material of Scott invention (either plastic or metal) will enhance the strenght 
of the body in the rejection. The rejection, see Page 3 Lines 4-8 of the Final Rejection, is about the varying in material thickness, not the 
material. And Scott states that having a varying thickness still give strength to the body, that the body will not loose strength (Col. 1 Lines 
5-32) . 
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
